SCHEDULES MADE BY CARRIERS. 


The subject of schedules of property owned or used by steam car- 
riers subject to the act to regulate commerce being under considera- 
tion: 


It is ordered, That every common carrier owning or operating a 
steam railroad whose property is to be valued by the Commission 
under the valuation act of March 1, 1913, and every receiver or op- 
erating trustee of any such carrier, shall prepare and file with the 
Commission a complete inventory of the quantities, units, and classes 
or kinds of property in its roadway and track : bridges, buildings, and 
all other structures; signals and interlockers; telegraph and tele- 
phone lines; electrical apparatus; and any and all fixed property 
except lands and equipment included in Valuation Orders Nos. 7 


and 8. . 

Such inventory shall be filed upon such dates, in such detail, upon 

such forms, and for such part or parts of the property described 
below as the director of valuation shall require, provided that he 
shall allow in all cases a reasonable time for the preparation of sue 
inventory, which shall in no case be less than 30 days.
